The Sessa’s survivors, the State 
department said, are not now on 
the Lansdale, and it is assumed 
they have been landed in Iceland.

“The Sessa was torpedoed without 
warning at midnight Aug. 17 about 
300 miles from Reykjavik while 
proceeding from New York to that 
port.

Interpreting 
War News

HATEVER else can be 

read into Prime Minister 

Churchill's first war progress 
report to parliament in more 
than a month—and it was de- 
finitely cheering in British 
ears for several reasons—it 
helped set the stage for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s forthcoming 
pronouncement, deferred be- 
cause of his mother’s death. 

The mounting number of 
“shooting” incidents at sea be- 
tween American vessels and Nasi 
or Italian U-boats and aircraft 
had already keyed expectation 
high on both sides of the Atlantic 
as to what the President planned 
to say. 

Mr. Churchill strongly implied, 
however, that in these incidents in 
the Atlantic and in the Red Sea he 
saW a definite change in policy by 
Hitler, and did not consider them 
mere isolated acts of Nazi aggres- 
sion. He implied that mounting 
Nazi desperation may be forcing 
Hitler to risk open if undeclared 
hostilities with the United States. 

If President Roosevelt takes a 
similar view of the clash between 
the American destroyer Greer and 
a German submarine and the sub- 
sequent sinking of the American 
freighters Steel Seafarer and Sessa, 
Mr. Churchill's expressed desire for 
greater help by the American navy 
jin the Atlantic may prove signifi- 
cant, 

CONTRASTING PICTURE 

Aside from the references to in- 
creasing German-American tension, 
however, the Churchill war resume 
drew a sharply contrasting picture 
of the war scene since the launch- 
ing last September of the Nazi air 
blitz against England. It gave Brit- 
ish and American readers word of 
the situation on three far-separated 
fronts, 

Details of the changed status of 
the most critical struggle, the 
battle of the Atlantic, still are 
lacking, yet Mr. Churchill lifted 
the censorship curtain far enough 
to reveal that July and August 
were banner months for Britain at 
sea. He placed losses of British 
and British-used shipping in those 
months of maximum possible Nazi 
U-boat and air activities at sub- 
stantially one third of the similar 
losses inflicted on the Axis allies. 

Mr. Churchil! coupled with that 
a warning against “any talk that the 
battle of the Atlantic has been won.” 
Unquestionably, however, the trend 
of the war at sea has shifted heavily 
in British favor since the German 
attack on Russia began. And of thal 
Russo-German struggle, unequalled 
in history in size and bloodshed, the 
British war captain said that the 
“magnificent resistance” of the Rus- 
sians already had doomed Hitler to 
maintain his armies in Russia all 
winter “from the Arctic to the Black 
Sea.” There is virtua] admission of 
that even in Berlin and it is prob- 
ably the element of the vast struggle 
most cheering to London at this 
moment,

More Imports 
Canada Wheat 


For U.S. Urged 


BOSTON, Sept. 10—(CP)— 
Treasury Secretary Henry Mor- 
genthau proposed last night that 
Canadian wheat be admitted to 
the United States in larger volume 
than now is permitted to be im- 
ported. 

Giving his views on inflation be- 
fore the advertising club of Boston, 
Morgenthau said more than 489,- 

000,000 bushels of surplus wheat are 
available in Canada. 

The suggestion was voiced during 
praise of President Roosevelt's re- 
cent veto of a bill to freeze govern- 
ment stocks of cotton and wheat. 

“We ought not to withhold cot- 


ton surpluses, or any other sur- 
pluses, from the market in times 
like these,” he said. 


TO CURB INFLATION 


Morgenthau proposed these two 
general methods of combatting in- 
flation: 


1—By curbing demand for com- 


modities, by higher taxes, regulation | 


of installment credit, and increased 
savings. 

2—By controlling prices, specifi- 
cally by releasing for consumption 
surpluses of all commodities—par- 
ticularly farm products—"as fast as 
necessary to prevent unreasonable 
price rises.” 

As a complementary step, 
treasury chief renewed his plea for 
reduction of “non-essential” federal 
expenditures and for economy in 
state and local governments as well. 


RELEASE SURPLUSES 
In his reference to importation of 
Canadian wheat, Morgenthau said: 

“The most effective way to pre- 

vent a damaging rise in prices is, 
quite simply, to release surpluses 
from storage. 

“I wonder if the housewife 
knows, when she pays 15 per cent 
more than she did a year ago for 
a bag of flour, that our supply of 
wheat is the largest on record, and 
that 498,000,000 bushels of several 
years’ crops are available in our 
neighbor democracy of Canada? 

“It is true that only three months 
ago a rigid quota was applied to 
the importation on wheat from 
Canada with the ultimate objective 
of keeping up the price of wheat in 
this country. But it is also true that 
only the other day the quota on 
sugar from Cuba was enlarged so 
substantially as to absorb most of 
the reserve stocks in that country. 

“It seems to me desirable and nec- 
essary that we now follow the ex- 
ample set in the case of Cuban sugar 
and permit the entry of Canadian 
wheat in larger volume.”

ing. 

It is true that the Russians and the 
Finns fought through the winter of 
1939-1940, but they are inured to the 
bitter climate through centuries of 
habitation, and are trained in fight- 
ing under winter conditions. The 
Germans are not, and thus would be 
under a handicap from the start, 

There is much doubt that the Finns 
would be willing to go beyond their 
original borders to aid Germany. 


STALEMATE POSSIBLE 

Hence there are good prospects 
of a winter stalemate in northern 
and central Russia, perhaps as far 

south as Kiey. In that case, Hitler 
presumably would concentrate his 
effort in the Black Sea region, 
striking at Odessa, the southern 
fringe of the Ukraine and the Cau- 
casus, where the climate is mild. 
Turkey might be involved in such 
a campaign, 

However, cessation of the German 
drive in the north would not neces- 
sarily mean that Hitler could with- 
draw the bulk of his forces for 
Operations in the south. 

He would have to hold the 
northern front in considerable 
force or the Russians would walk 
through. He would bave to main- 
tain a strong force of fighting 
planes, although with no need to 
homb Leningrad and Moscow, 
bombers could be withdrawn for 
service againat England, 

In the south, Hitler presumably 
would head for the Caucasian oi} 
fields. His problems there would)

THREE-FOLD DRIVE

This week, from Sept. 10th to Sept. 
17th, is officially named reconsecration 
week, marking the anniversary of Can- 
ada’s declaration of war. There will be 
appropriate radio programs, news reels 
and ceremonies, designed to focus atten- 
tion on the duty of the individual citizen 
to do all he can to support the nation 
and its allies in the war effort.

Axis Takes Every Precaution to. 
Guard Their People From 
British Broadcasts

How blest are we who enjoy a free 
press, freedom of worship, free speech, and 
the right to turn a button on a radio till 
we've dodged the soap appeals and found 
a station that can provide entertainment 
or furnish news of world events 

Speakers on the world-wide Labor Day 
broadcast did well to remind listeners that 
some were risking their freedom and their 
lives by listening in. Nothing is more 
feared by dictators than Truth. The gov- 
ernment of Benito Mussolini has added 
to the list of forbidden things the reading 
of mystery novels. They say it is “harmful 
to fascist youth.” It may encourage them 
to think and to puzzle out things for them- 
selves. That would be bad for Fascism, as 
well as unhéalthy for the daring thinkers. 

Best of the recent stories from Holland 
is of the defence put forward by a Dutch 
woman, caught in the act of listening to a 
British broadecast.. She said it was the first 
time she had used her radio ¢ince last Sep- 
tember, when the Berlin announcer told 
his listeners that the Nazis would be in 
London within a week 

“I naturally assumed,” she said, “when 
I tuned in on London that I would hear 
one of the programs approved by Dr. 
Goebbels.”

For even if the United States never 
comeés into the war, her production must 
be isolated from Europe if Hitler hopes to 
secure any decisive advantage over Bri- 
tain and avoid the stalemate which is 
Tapidly developing. 

North America Imperilled 

The next phase of the war, therefore, 
after some preliminaries, may well be the 
establishment of facilities for subduing or 


| even invading the North American conti- 


nent, 

Hitler doubtless reasons that the 
American republic, which has already suf- 
fered such violent affronts without re- 
taliation, would be easily panicked by 
actua] attack and would meet his terms 
without much quibbling. 

We know, of course, how wrong he is | 
in this estimate of the American character. 

It absolutely does not follow that a 
disinclination to get into actual conflict 


can be interpreted as readiness for meek 
submission, 

Indeed, the very opposite would prove 
to be the case. Under immediate physical 
threat, the American people would sum- 
mon up the same valor and endurance as 
Britain has displayed. Any actual attack 
on continental United States would pre- 
cipitate the most ferocious resistance in 
history. 

But it is very cle@r that Hitler does 
not understand American psychology. He 
has demonstrated his ignorance time and 
time again. 

It is most natural, then, that he should 
mistake indifference for cowardice and 
read into the pitiful casuistries of the 
isolationists a national disposition for 
peace at any price. 


Hitler’s Program 


In view of the fact that the United 


| States, in the war or out of it, constitutes 


a permanent menace to Hitler's conquest 
of the world or even of Europe, there is 
absolutely no doubt that an attack on the 
United States is prominently on his pro- 
gram. 

A year ago, the Nazis were afraid of 
the United States. They would have 
offered almost any inducement to keep the 
Americans out of the war. 

Six months ago, the Nazis had lost 
their fear of America but were worried by 
her productive ability. 

Today they are not even seriously 
worried by America’s war output because 
the ravings of the isolationists and the 
inaction over the Robin Moor and other 
atrocities have convinced them that the 
Americans can be easily beaten without 
much of a fight. 

In brief, those pacifist senators and ex- 
colonels who have blathered so much 
about keeping war out of America have 
actually invited war to America, 

And the extent of America’s war pro- 
duction merely adds to the urgent neces- 
sity, from the German standpoint, for date 
ing the American conquest a little ahead. 

The Russian campaign appears to be 
nearing an end.

Not Provoked 

It goes without saying that the United 
States will not be provoked by incidents 
or intimidated and deterred by incidents. 
We ure in Iceland by agreement with the 
government of Iceland. The Axis has no 


shadow of # claim on Iceland, and our 
right to a free passage to Iceland, unmo- 


| lested by illegal naval operations, is in- 


' disputable, 


Our need to exercise these 
rights as a measure of national self-de- 
fence is no less certain. An outpost near 
enough to Europe is essential to the Navy 
if it is to guard against surprise attack; 
even if it were true that the Western 
Hemisphere, or North America, can be de- 
fended by the Navy and by bombers, out- 
posts to signal the approach of the enemy 
—und thus to give time to assemble the 
defences—are absolutely essary. On 
the ultimate ground of national self-inter- 
es! and national self-defence, Iceland is as 
necessary as Alaska, Guam and Hawaii. 
Therefore, we are bound to remain in 
Ieelend as long as the Axis threatens to 


empire. Remaining in Iceland, we are 
bound to hold the seas open as we hold 
open the seas to other American outposts, 
and if their vital communications are 
attacked, to repel the attack. 

The position in the northern Pacific is 
no less solidly founded, Japan is not at 
war with Russia. In fact Japan not only 
has a treaty with Russia which guarantees 
freedom of access to Vladivostok but she 
has also a very recently signed treaty with 
Russia promising not to go to war with 
Russia. In asking us to forego the right 
to ship goods to Siberia, the Japanese are 
asking us to agree not only to suspend our 
own rights but to connive at the violation 
of these treaties and to participate passive- 
ly in a blockade, that is to say in a war, 
against Russia. They themselves, having 
been actively at war with China for four 
years, fee] aggrieved when we reduce our 
shipments of wer supplies to Japan. Yet, 
though they are not at war with Russia, 
they ask us to do to Russia acts which 
when done by us to belligerent Japan, 
have evoked outcries and reprisals. Then 
to top it all, they suggest that we come to 
a new agreement with them based upon 
their violation of their treaties and on our 
own betrayal of China, the Netherlands, 
Britain, and Russia. What faith do they 
think we could put in an agreement which 
originated in such faithleasness? | 

Were the United States to agres to the 


Japanese demands, permitting Japan to 
blockade Siberia, we should not earn the 
friendship of Japan and we should certain- 
jy earn the enmity or contempt of all our 
other neighbors in the Pacific. We should 
have prepared the ground in Siberia either 
for a Japanese conquest or for an Axise 
controlled Russian government. Whereas 
now Siberia stands us a powerful check 
on Japan, we should have freed Japan for 
her adventures and acquired as our neare 
est neighbor in Alaska ancther dangerous 
enemy. 

In fact, Japan’s willingness to let us 
send supplies to Siberia is the acid test of 
her good faith not only as respects her 
treaties with Russia but as respects any 
other promises she may make anywhere 
else in the Pacific, Japanese promises 
have not been well kept since 1931. Their 
value would drop to zero if now, after Mr, 
Matsuioka's recent journey to Moscow, the 
new treaty of non-aggression were scrape 
ped. The very fact that the Japanese 
government wants to scrap that treaty 
wots with all the others in the Pacific is 
conclusive evidence that a strong Siberia is 
an essential guarantee against further 
aggression and therefore, that a stron 
Siberia is a vital interest of the Uni 
States.

Dr. Sinclair has had a distinguish- 
ed academic career, first as a stu- 
dent at the University of Alberta 
and other universities and in recent 
years as professor of animal hus- 
bandry, in which he has specialized 
in swine research, reSearch which 
has become specially valuable in 
view of the pork and bacon require- 
ments for the war effort. 


GETS Ph.D. 

Dr, Sinclair was born at Innisfail 
and was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Alberta in 1918 in agri- 
culture. Later he obtained his 
M.Sc. degree in animal nutrition 
from Iowa. His Ph.D. was won later 


from the University of Alberta and} 


he obtained leave of absence to go 
to Scotland to continue studies 
with the famous Sir John Orr and 
h> won his Ph.D. from Aberdeen 
University. 

Dr. Newton also announced re- 
appointment of J. H. Brown, to 
be sessional assistant in entomol- 
ogy, a post which he held last 
year. 

Mr. Brown has been on “loan” to 
the Dominion government for the 
last several] months, carrying out 
investigation in the southern part 
of the province into causes and 
effects of parasites leading to Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever.

The colicky pains are severe 
and are worse just before the bowe) 
motion, Any part of the intestina) 
tract may be affected and the at- 
tacks are usually acute and last only 
a few days. 

When this disorder appears in in- 
fants it is usually due to incorrect 
feeding. This disorder is more likely 
to occur in hot weather and it will 
more likely attack children suffer- 
ing from a general debility due to 
feeding or to rickets, and usually oc- 
curs in the first two years of life 
and is a rare occurrence in breast 
fed infants. When it doés occur in 
breast fed children, it is usually due 
to too frequent feedings.

While the nearest German is at 
Dakar, about 3,000 miles away— 
ae near the United States as the 
Congo—Sister Aimee’s blunder in 
giving to the Third Reich the vast 
Congo basin administered from 


London by the Free Belgian gov- 

ernment might, under ordinary 

circumstances, have been con- 
doned by the Belgians. 

But both the Belgian and United 
States governments, the latter being 
represented here by Consul Patrick 
‘Mallon and vice-consul David K. 
Newman, have been called upon 
more than once during the past two 
years to take a hand in the affairs 
of the “International Church of the 
Four Square Gospel Mission,” today 
more tangled than the jungle itself. 


MISSIONARIES WORK WELL 

Of the 650 Americans residing in 

the Congo, more than 90 per cent 
are hardworking,  self-sacrificing 
members of missionary families. For 
over half a century they have serv- 
ed as explorers, roadbuilders, phy- 
sicians and progressive teachers of 
the natives and have accomplished 
more toward bridging the gulf be- 
tween cannibalism and civilization 
than almost any other single agency 
Other clergymen and mission doc- 
tors, shocked by the jungle mis- 
demeanors of Aimee’s emissaries— 
which the Belgian government 
claims range from fisticuffs to bor- 
rowing money from natives—have 
been unable to do anything about 
limiting their activities... . 

The Four-Square gospelers have 
never been admitted ag members 
of the protestant council of the 
Congo, the senior organisation of 
recognized missionary sects and 
are, therefore, not subject te any 
discipline other than Belgian law. 
Their right to preach the Angelus 
Temple gospel or anything else 
they choose is protected under the 
Congo basin’s open door policy 


formulated in the treaty of St. 
Germain-en-Laye of 1919. 
Aimee herself, through Giles 


Knight, head of her world revival- 
ist organization, has tried to get 
several erring preachers to return to 
Los Angeles and in the cases of 
those enjoying good standing evea 
offered to pay their transatlantic 
fares. But so far it has been difficult 
to pry the Four Squarers out of the 
wilderness of Kasai, where most are 
located, near the trading post of 
Luisa 
ARE SEQUESTERED 

The Angelus Templars have set- 
led in an unspoiled spot where 
hippos, elephants, lions, and apes 


|abound, where even airmail deliy- 


ery from Leopoldville takes from 
a fortnight upward, and Aimee's 
clarion call for them to come home 
has reached them too faintly to re- 
quire obedience. The gospelers 
have also ignored all consular calls 
to emerge from the bush, remaining 
sequestered in Kasai even after the 
Belgian government last March 
filed a lien upon the church prop- 
erty which Knight values at $100,- 
000. 

At the time of taking the above 
step the Belgians stated: 

‘The attitude and actions of 
certain members of the Four 
Square Gospel Mission have pro- 
duced a deplorable effect upon 
the European native population 
of the region. * 

“A slugging match has occurred 


between the Messrs. Henri C. 
Kramer, Ralph C. Cobb and Mer- 
riel L. Sigler. 


“Several suits at law have been 
filed against the three above per- 
sons upon their own initiative as 
well as by natives. 

“Kramer has not peid his native 
personnel for severa] months, hes 
borrowed money from _ natives 
(sums amounting in some Cases to 
more than 100 francs), has accepted 
money from some natives to order 
bicycles or sewing machines for 
them, and has not returned either 
| the goods or amounts of money en- 
| trusted to him. 

“Members of the Four Square 
Gospel Mission do not possess the 
mora! sense, prestige, reapect, or 
dignity inherent in the title of 
{missionary to which they lay 
| claim.” 


| FIGHT OVER CAR 

The clerical boxing match broke 
| out over the question of jurisdiction 
over an automobile which Kramer, 
who heads a family of five, claimed 
was his personal property rather 
than the church's. Cobb and Sigler 
attempted to deprive Kramer of the 
car by force and as a result of the 
ensuing battle Kramer went to the 
hospital, 

Belgian feelings grew more ruf- 
fled when there arrived in the 
Congo, after several months delay 
in transit, a copy of the March issue 
of the “Four Square Crusaders,” 
which is published monthly in Los 
Angeles by the Echo Park Evangel- 
stie Association whose board con:

Continued from Page Eleven 
the United States’. Without going into 
the merits or demerits of any spe- 
cific proposal of this nature the In- 
dependent members took strong ex- 
ception to the statements of the 
premier in referring to a union of 
jthe two great democracies, the 
British Commonwealth and the 
United States that it was “a sinister 
scheme” and that “under such a 
system, in a very short time, we 
would have brutal regimentation, 
concentration camps, the gestapo 
and all the evils of totalitarian dic- 
tatorship.” 

POSSIBLE UNION 

“The premier took particular care 
not to repeat these offensive utter- 
ances which he had applied to the 
possible union of the two great de- 
mocracies and which could only be 
construed as an insult to both coun: 
tries. Does not the premier think 
that some of his own attempted ac- 
tions, had they been successful, 
would have come perilously close to 
the ‘centralization of power’ which 
he now condemns? The effort to 
control the press, to close the courts 
to classes of our citizens selected by 
the government, to get rid of the 
Mounted Police and to establish in 
their place a body controlled by 
himself, are cases in pvint. 

“It is the considered opinion of 
the Independent members that to 
win in the present world conflict, 
to safeguard humanity from fur- 
ther attempts of coMquest by un- 
scrupulous dictators and to build 
a better world when victory has 
been achieved will require united 
action on the part of the English- 
speaking world and it is their 
opinion also that the language by 
the premier of Alberta was in- 
{nical to this united action and 
did not represent the true feel- 
ing of the people of Alberta. 

“It must be added that the pre- 
mier, in his latest reported utter- 
ances upon the subject, has said 
nothing to alter that opinion.”

SISTERS OUSTED 

By mixed methods the Belgian 
authorities have been able to make 
some progress in repatriating cer- 
tain Four Squarers, Two sisters, 
Gladys and Vada Pinnell, who re- 
signed as a result of the mid-jungle 
}feuds of the Gospelers, received 
$300 each from Aimee to return 
{home but, nevertheless, remained 
next to nature until the money was 
almost exhausted. It cost the Bel- 
gian government nearly $500 to get 
the Pinnell sisters up the gang- 
plank. 

Only Cobb now enjoys Aimee’s 
sanction as a clergyman, her long 
and eloquent arm having reached 
deep into the jungle to unfrock 
both Kramer and Sigler. But it is 
not easy to bring any of the em- 
battled Gospelers out from the 
bush because Kramer has a law- 
suit pending against both Cobb and 
Sigler. 

Congo drums are beating and 
black-skinned medicine men are 
consulting totems to ascertain the 
fate of their Los Angeles col- 
leagues. What will happen perhaps 
only Aimee knows.

Wheat Is Urged 
By Mart Chief 


WINNIPEG, Sept, 16.—(CP)— 
George 8, Mathieaon, retiring 
president of the Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange, said today that post. 
war objectives should aim to 
“ebtablish wheat as @ free-trade 
commodity in Europe at least” 
and that there should be a drastic 
revision downwards of Canada's 
tariff etructure. 

In his presidential address at the 
annual meeting of the exchange, 
Mr. Mathieson outlined three major 
points that have been made in or- 
der that the Canadian delegates to 
a post-war peace conference will be 
in a position to deal more effective- 
ly with the wheat problom, 

(a)—"“That the post-war problems 
of wheat receive the continuous 
consideration of the government and 
its advisers until the peace confer- 
ence meets. 

(b)—"That research be undertaken 
to ascertain what tariff arrange- 
ments with European countries 
might be made which would have 
the least disturbing effect on our 
industrial economy and customs and 
excise revenue. 

(c)——"That in the group of expert 
advisers appointed to accompany 
the Canadian representatives to the 
peace conference there be included 
men with expert practical know- 
ledge of the world’s grain trade and 
Canada's place therein.” 

PLAN FOR EUROPE 

Mr. Mathieson said that in the 
plans to be formulated for the new 
economic order in _ continental 
Furope the following considera- 
tions should receive attention; 

—"There should be no more 
building of armaments. 

2-—"The democracies should sup- 
ply such raw materials as each 
country requires to produce those 
things that it can manufacture 
better and more effectively than 
others. 

3—"Each country should be en- 
couraged to produce those com- 
modities it is best fitted to furnish 
from its own natural resources, 

4—"Import tariffs against such 
manufactures and commodities 
should be reduced or abolished to 
permit of their sale abroad. 

§—"Wheat should be established 
as a free trade commodity to the 
end that the best wheat shall be 
produced at the cheapest price. 

@—"Some plan of wage boards 
or other bodies should be set up 
to ensure a decent standard of liv- 
ing among the working classes and 
so prevent unfair competition by 
unduly cheap labor.” 

Mr. Mathieson said that while the 
ideas are offered in an endeavor to 
solve Canada's wheat problems 
they might equally apply to the 
difficulties under which the other 
three large wheat exporting coun- 
tries are laboring The wheat

economy is a world problem and 
must be treated as such,” he con- 
cluded, 


OFFER ALL SURPLUS 

The exchange president also said 
that Canada should be prepared to 
offer her high quality surplus 
wheat, all or in part, to Europe 
when victory is won and that one 
importaMt consideration should be 
that “it be taken away as quickly 
as possible and shipped into every 
corner of Europe so that people 
there may become quality and price 
conscious.” 

“Therefore the operation of na- 
tural democratic mental processes 
will induce growers to quit grow- 
ing wheat on unsuitable land and 
revert to the production of other 
commodities,” he said, “Thus 
would be taken the first import- 
ant step towards recovery of lost 
markets in Europe. ,. .” 

Mr, Mathieson said the system ot 
minimum prices on the exchange 
since last May have functioned ef- 
fectively. “During much of the 
greater part of the past 12 months 
price levels have been above the 
minimum values and many millions 
of bushels of wheat have been sold 
in the open market,” he said, adding 
that all cash wheat sold either by 
the farmer or by the wheat board 
had been sold through the exchange 

He noted also that production of 
corn has reached proportions that 
have brought a request to the ex- 
change council to provide trading 
facilities in corn, The request is 
under consideration, he said 

In concluding Mr. Mathieson said 
that “any measure of control either 
of production or price or anything 
in the nature of a ‘planned’ economy 
will stifle competition--the soul of 
trade.”
